I have to report that the tar and gravel rocfs on 
the Old Sun School have been leaking badly in various places. 
In company with the Principal and local Tinsmith I inspected 
the building today; the walls of the residence, the two senior 
dormitories and the senior classroom show where recent rains 
had seeped through and discolored them. The Princigal said 
that the water was so bad in these parts of the building dur- 
ing a sharp shower on the 13th that the pupils had to get out 
of bed and mop it up. On inspecting the roof, the flashing 
appeared to be in excellent condition but the tar had melted 
and considerable run away down the drain leaving the paper 
with very little gravel or tar on it in spots.

As a consequence, I took it upon myself to ascertain 
if there was any way that this could be repaired at less 
cost and tendered the Reggih Roofing Company, Calgary. 

On inquiry, we found that this firm was the only one that 
could supply the necessary material so I communicated with

Attached is a copy of his reply, which indicates that 
he has nothing further to recommend thar in October, 1942. 
I also, by chance got talking to 4 repré sntative of an 
oil and paint company, who sells a lot of plastic roof 
cement which is used extensively on the cheap sonstruction 
roofs that are flat and not waterproof. I attach hereto 
a letter from the manager of the C.C.Snowden Co. with 
regard to the material.

We are now in receipt of Mr. Walker's report dated the 
29th ultimo, which confirms comments by Mr. Reggin in his report of 
last October regarding the felt and gravel roof, namely thet: 


(a) Insufficient pitch has been applied to the whole roof 
when it was being laid. At many points the felt is 
completely bare of piteh and gravel, and the several 
thicknesses of felt are improperly bonded to each 
other. 


Gravel used on the roof, is of the pit run variety, and 
has apparently never been screened. It contains silt 
and loam in far greater proportions than could be 


considered wind deposited and is not bonded by pitch 
to the felt. 


(ce) The felt has blistered, and in many places hes cracked 
open, admitting water. 


(4) Galvanized iron flashings have pulled loose from their 


horizontal wall joints and require soldering at their 
vertical joints. 


(e) Roof hoppers require resetting and in some instances 
should be replaced. 


After consideration of the above it is our opinion that 
the only satisfactory and economical method of rectifying the 
existing roof condition of the school, would be to remove all of the 
existing roof covering, and replace it with a new 4 ply felt and gravel

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We regret that we were unable to meet your Mr 
Snelson when passing through, but from the information 
us by the foreman, Mr.. Keen, we are of the opinion that your 
idea might be a very good one. We are, therefore, pleased to 
submit the following:

During every heavy rain water runs down the walls of the 
Principal's residence bot to the upper and lower floors and has 
discoloured and caused cracks in plaster. This also happens 
to the walls along the south side of the girls' dormitory room 
and water has leaked down along the lighting fixture in the 
centre of the room. Some leakage was also noted in the boys’ 
dormitory room at the south end of the main building and also 
in the chapel which occupies the top floor of the west wing of 
the building. 
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All gravel roofs on main building were carefully examined. 
The appearance of the tar an’ rravel on the roofs indicates 
that over much of the area - 
(a) the pitch originally applied to the top of the paper did not 
stick. 


(b) the gravel applied was pit run and not properly cleaned 
and screened. 


In many places there is no covering above the paper whatever. 

In other places there is a layer of fine sand and loam next to 
the paper, then a half inch layer of pitch mixed with fine 

sand and gravel above the fine material. This fine material has 
no pitch in it and prevents a bond between the gravel and 

tarpap rT. All roofs have the appearance of a bad job. 

are numerous cracks through the pitch and here and there the 
cracks extend throuch the paper permitting the entrance of water. 


Cold or wet weather may have prevailed during the time 
the cost of pitch and gravel was being applied. T entire 
roof areas, in my opinion, contain far more fine silt and loam 
than could have been expected to have been deposited t wind 
blown dust. 


The roof @rains here and there should be reset and in 
places renewed. Pitch has run down and u ome of them. 


The flashing appears to be in good condition throughout 
but in places has become loose from the bricks and in other 
places needs to be resoldered at the joints.

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To facilitate most complete investigation of 
Mr. Gooderham's complaint, I would suggest that he arrange 
to forward to the undersigned for testing purposes a one~- 
quart sample of one or more of the colours. This sample 
should be thoroughly mixed and truly representative of 
the product supplied. 


For purposes of comparison, it would be appreciéated 
if you could arrange to secure for us the comment of the 
Principals of two or more other Western Indian Residential 
Schools regarding the quality of paint recently supplied by 
the same company. These might include the Crowfoot School 
(P.O. 26174) and the Muscowequan School (P.0. 26064).

You Will know that when 01d Sun Residential 
School, on the Blackfoot Reserve, was destroyed by fire in June, 
1928, that it was impossible to rebuilt at thet time until the 
Blackfoot Indians consented to loan $80,000.00 from their inter- 
est account to enable the work to proceed. The Department 
paid $40,000.00 from Appropriation and $80,000.00 from the funis 
of the Bleckfoot Band, with the expectation that this money would 
be returned to the Band account. Owing to financial stringen- 
cies athe money has not been returned to the account and it is 
considered that the Indians’ interest in the building should be 
protected by placing fire insurance thereon. 


Accordingly it has been decided to place 
$40,000.00 fire insurance on the building itself in which the 
Indians havé an interest, no insurance on fhe contents. You 
should consult Mr. 0. A. MoKinnon, Insurance Agent, of Drumheller, 
Alberta, to have this insurance placed on the pbuilding for 
$40,000.00. You should be able to give Mr. MoKinnon full partiocu- 
lars as to the conetruction of this building which is considered 
fireproof. There is also water Bers in case of fire and 
other precautions taken and it should te possible to seoure & low 
rate of fire insurance on such puilding. It is advisable that 
the Insurance Agent himself should go over the building to deber- 
mine the class of fisk on which he is placing the insurance, The 
policy should be made to reai that loss, if any, is payable to 
the Deputy Superintendent General of Indian Affaire, and be for- 
warded here.

The petition was taken around the Reserve by

80, he asked me if it was in order and I stated that I could 
see no objection. The Chiefs and some of the Indians who are 
Protestants approached me @t the same time and stated that in 
their belief, the Members of the Band would be glad to ask the 
Department to loan sufficient money from Band Funds to arect 
the school, provided it could be built this year. The petition 
was completed and handed to me by Mr. Gitmey on August 4 th. 


The Indians want a sohool and at that time (July) 


Were afraid that the ohildren might be sent to other schools, 
Even if a school could not be provided during the present 
sahool year, I am satisfied that the Indians are prepared to 
advance necessary funds to proceed with construction in time 
to allow occupancy in the fall of 1929, 


It is héped that Day-schools oan be started by 
October 1st at the latest. If the Indians keep their pr6émise, 
the pupils of 01d Sim's will continue sohool work as usual. 
Health conditions will be watched and the Churoh authorities 
have supvlied considerable clothing from other points for the 


children of the poor parents who cannot purchase necessary 
clothing.

The Principal and staff checked plant to the best 
of their ability and inoreased the air pressure with the 
aid of a motor unit from the Agency; there was only temp- 
orary improvement and for geome days the pressure has been 
low and water can only be supplied in limited quantity to 
the basement and ground floors. 


It is feared that the water level and supply in one 
of the wells has dropped and possibly the table is lower in 
all three wells. However, there is nothing to substantiate 
this surmise until the plants are thoroughly checked. 

I have therefore secured the services of two mechanics to 
pull pipe and check all plants. They are not the men usually 
employed as their services are not available. 


The situation can be very serious but it is hoped all 
available water in the two wells connected to the main build- 
ing will be saved when the plants are in perfect running cond- 
ition. If not, will authority be given to get Mr. Snelson of 
the Engineering Branch, Banff, to inspect it, please.

Owing to pressure of other work by the Principal as well 
as myself, the matter of purchasing 4 piano for the institution 
was not seriously considered until I was aware that I would be 
spending considerable of this year 48 Acting Inspector, end in 
order to try and get the purchase through before the end of the 
fiscal year 1945-46, I hed an interview with the Rev. Mr. ouses 
when I told him to contact reliable firms in Calgary. I did not 
know of any piano avsilable from a private source. 


It was known that Pianos had increased in price considerably 
during the War, and I told Mr. House not to exceed the sum of 
3200.00, which price was 48 low as would be expected and still 
get a reasonably good instrument. T.e Director and yourself must 
admit that that is not an excessive price to pay, and that to pure 
chase a piano for $100.00 would be very poor business. It is 
respectfully submitted that §J200.00 should be allowed: The Prin- 
cipal has paid more than that, and it is noted that he purchased 
a bench with the piano. He was directed to the Manager of the

The Principal also recommends strongly the provision 
of labour-saving devices (potato peeler, bread 
slicer, mixing machine, etc.) advocated by your nu- 
tritional experts at a cost of »500-4400. I under- 
stand from Colonel Neary, however, that he is giving 
active consideration to the supply of such devices 
to all schools. 


The Principal has drawn our attention to the deplorable state 
of his farm machinery, giving as exemples his binder which is 
1920 vintage and his tractor which searcely has one original 
part left on it. I am not certain whether you help in the 
supply of machinery to schools that operate good-sized farms 
but if you can, we certainly shall appreciate it. 


We shall be glad if you will give the fullest possible 
consideration to the inclusion of the services mentioned above in 
your Departmental Estimates for 1948-49. I understand that your 
Blackfoot Agency is aware of these needs.

Below ie an excerpt from a letter written to 
the Administration by Mr. Cole, the Principal of the Uld Sun 
School, which is self-explanatory. 


"While I am indeed most reluctant to advocate capital ex- 
penditure of approximately $2,000.00 at this time, I 
nevertheless feel confident that, if a stoker is installed 
in this school, it will pay for itself in three years. 

I have made a careful check on the performance of the Iron 
Fireman from two users (a) Roman scliool here end (b) the 

S. Army Home in Gleichen. I have seen the stoker at the 
latter place. I suggest the Crowfoot school is a building 
similer to size with the Old Sun and not heated as com- 
fortably es our school. The Principal of that school 
only uses one furnace and his fuel bill for six months 
was about 40% less than ours. Vur fuel account for six 
months, vis: Oct. let to March 31st was in the neighborhood 
of $1300.00, kitchen coal included. 


" IT have been down to the Indian mines this week and talked 
this matter over with the Manager, Mr. Marshall; incidentally 
this chap is an expert on coal as he has spent a lifetime 

in the work. We can purchage steam coal at the mine for 
$2.00 per ton plus $2.75 cartege charges; the cartage price 
has been set by the indian office. $4.75 per ton of coal at 
the school is a tempting proposition es c.f. $9.35 f.0.b. 
Gleichen depot. It is admitted that the B.T.U. Indien mine 
coal is not rated as high as the Blairmore mines, 9000 as 
c.f. 1200 per 1 1b. at Blairmore mine. The fect that we can

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purchase coal on the Reserve for years to come seems to 
warrant favourable consideration of the installetion of 
a stoker. 


* There are other stokers on the market as well as the 
Iron Fireman but an examination of detail has convinced 
me the one named is the one for our use. For example, 
the Iron Fireman has an iron-stee] worm drive which 
grinds the lumps. Other stokers have a brass worm which, 
while operating silently, does not do the job of rolling 
the coal through and the brass worm quickly chews up. 
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" Mr, Michael, the town plumber, is a most reliable 
tradesman and a job done by him is satisfactory. He 
did sutmit tenders for the installation of this stoker 
years ago but nothing was done about it, worse the pity.

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" This stoker is bin-feed and will, or would, be in- 
stalled to enter the furnace on the south side, thus not 
interfering with any cleaning operations and an aperture 
of 2" square would be required to fix the main shaft 
through the coal bin wall."

The sum of $1900,00 ie provided in the 
Department's estimates for new boiler and painting at the 
Gleichen school and I respectfully request that the proposition 
as put forth in Mr. Cole's letter be considered by Indien Affairs 
Branch. Not only would the installation of an Iron Fireman 
Stoker result in a considerable saving to the operational costs 
of the school but it would allow the Principal to purchase and use 
a type of coal mined on the reserve. Literature is enclosed for 
your information.

Back in the late 1920's, Mr. Sweeney 
built several Indian Schools for the Government 
everything went along well, ‘til the last Indian School 
was built at Gleichen, Alta. to date we have not had a 
refund of the deposit which had to be put with the 
Government. The accumulated interest of all these years 
it is now quite a sizeable sum of money. My husband is 
411 and not able to work and that money at our age would 
keep us going without charity for the rest of our lives.

For the life of me, Mr. King, I can not 
see why the government would hold up refunding at least 
the principal. Mr. Sweeney worked hard for that money, 
all the bills towards that school are paid, I know that, 
because it just about cleaned us of every nickle we had. 
We used to a letter a month telling us that the money 
would be refunded in due course, to date we have had 
nothing. Those letters were addressed to the Yale Hotel, 
Calgary.

We are in receipt of your voucher No. 669 
covering the cost of materials supplied for the root-house and 
lockers at the 01d Sun Residential School. 


Referring particularly to the root-house, the 
following statement was made in your letter of June 21, 1948: 


"Repair root house roof only. This roof is now caving in with 
the excess moisture of this past spring and I might say that this 
has priority. It is a question of lumber with planking for the 
roof, No estimate availeble; cost will be kept within reason." 


Further in your letter you wrote as follows: 


"May I suggest that you allow me to purchase the materials locally 
and employ local skilled help and have account forwarded immed- 
iately on completion of the work. I can assure you it will 

have my close supervision". 


On reviewing your voucher it is found that you 
expended an amount of $38.42 for material. Before we can have 
this account passed we will have to submit the matter to the 
Purchasing Branch and they will naturally inquire as to why such 
@ heavy expenditure was incurred without first submitting « 
Tequisition to them and securing a purchase order in the regular 
way. 

We inferred from the paragraphs of your letter 
quoted above, that the expenditure would be much less than the 
amount which has been spent.

Golonel Neery: 


Old Sun Indian Residential School: 


Yesterday I looked into part# of this school and had 
ea short talk with the Principal and later with Mr. Superintendent 
Pugh who expressed satisfattion with present conditions. 


The Alberta School I,spector visited the school recently, 
but not since the appointment of the newest teacher who replaces 
one whose adjustment to residential shcool routines was declared 
inadequate. 


Tne Principal is pleased with the new classroom formed 
from the room where a platform was originally built in. He found 
that the floor under the platform was harder to surface than 
anticipated. The present positioning of the blackboard that was 
installed should be corrected. 


I noted that a good type of toilet seat has been 
installed in the boys' basement, but that the five bowls are 
not partitioned singly. One bowl was covered with a plank, es 
though it were plugged. In another there wes a piece of 
wrapping paper. I did not see any toilet tissue. You are 
aware of the theory that prompts these distasteful observations. 


In the laundry the 10 H.P. pressure boiler is not 
used because (1) no employee is certified to attend to it and 
(2) the drier is said to be surplus to requirements. "A good 
heating stove would be better in its place." I think thet a 
survey of laundry practices in this school should be taken. 


The Principal made the suggestion that the curriculum 
is perhaps, unsuited to the needs of most pupils, but rather 
than tinker with this, I urge a stronger attempt to place the 
institutional activities on e truly instructional basis so thet 
agriculture, machine-tending, sewing, cooking, laundry work and 
physical education may be properly integrated with the present 
book-work. Some adjustments in the last would follow. 


On the evening of my visit it was "movie" night and a 
number of adults, Indian and White, were in attendance. Commu- 
nity relations appear good and we should look to develop the 
school as a community centre for education and recreation for 
resident and day pupils (and ex-pupils). A atart along these 
lines is seen at Crowfoot. 


It is gratifying to learn that Mr. Superintendent Pugh 
has had conversations with the Alberta School Inspector looking 
toward the prospect of obtaining instructors in practical subjects 
who will spend part of their time at the two local Indian educe- 
tional centres and part at nearby white schools.

bd I feel strongly the Indian Affeirs Branch should authorize 
@ grant for a night watchman at this school, for reasons stated 
in previous communications and others, for e.g. This school stands 
at the intersection of well travelled cross roads, also barely 
2 miles from the town of Gleichen. I mention this now as I have 
to report that outside boys got into the senior girls dormitory 
by ladder some weeks prior to school closing. It would be useless 
to say a night watchman could prevent the outside men and boys from 
roaming around the school at night time, but at all events, a 
watchman on the job would most certainly stop others entrance into 
the building. Were this school a mile or more from the main road 
I would not request these additional governmental services; but, 
I feel, and I am sure you agree, that were we have 130 children 
living under one roof, their safety and comfort demand our con- 
stant vigilance.” 


In view of the above factors it is strongly urged that 
the matter be reconsidered and that a nightwatchman be authorized for 
01d Sun School even though the main building is reasonably fireproof. 


An early reply will be appreciated.

MEMORANDUM 


Rez Old Sun's Indian Residential School, 
Gleichen, Alberta, “4 _ 


With reference to your notation of October 29th on 
Major MacKay's memorandum dated October 27th in connection with 
the above, you are advised as follows:- 


The original specification outlining the laundry equip- 
ment for this school was written in 1929 and called for a washer, 
tumbler dryer and extractor for use in connection with laundry 
operations. The tumbler dryer was to be served by a steam line 
from the 10 horsepower high pressure laundry boiler. 


Since the high pressure laundry boiler has been changed 
to operate on low pressure, and arranged to heat domestic hot water, 
no high pressure steam is available for the tumbler dryer. 


Therefore unless it is contemplated to install a high 
pressure boiler in the near future, the tumbler dryer is of no use. 
If the Principal wishes to remove this unit to provide more space 
in the laundry room, we see no reason why it should not be unbolted 
from its present position and moved to any convenient storage space 
in the basement. Care should be taken to protect the dryer and its 
gearing assembly from rust, as it is conceivable that it may be de- 
sired to yse.this unit in the event that a new high pressure boiler 
is installedat.some future time.

Dear Sir:- 


Mr. Gooderham, Mr. Gibney and I have been over the 
internal arrangement of the school this week, and there are 
two things which we thought would be worth while taking up 
with you. 


The first is concerning the beds for the dormitories. 
We thought that it would be very much nicer to have brown 
enamel beds than the usual white. The white has a habit 
of getting chipped and looks horrible when that happens. 
Then everything in the room is white, except the wood work, and 
we thought that the bepwn would relieve the general avpearance. 
If the order has not already been filled, our suggestion would 
be that the Brown be purchased instead of white. 


The next is concerning the mattresses. We hear that in 
some schools, ticks to be filled with straw have been provided. 
Now, if this should beethe case here, it would mean considerable 
delay in the opening of the school, and very inconvenient, for 
there is hardly any straw in the district. What little the 
farmers have is being carefully conserved to help out the 
problem of feed for this winter. Mr. Gooderham said that he did 
not know where we could purchase straw within a good many miles of 
the school. If at all possible, we would suggest that the 
regular filled mattresses be provided.

Arrangements were made with both Principals for 
ohe boy pupil to feed a calf, the property of the parent, under 
he scheme put out by the Alberta Junior Livestock Clubs. The 
boy or girl must feed, water and care for this calf from the 
lst of December until the early summer when it is hoped that 
some competition with other clubs can be arranced and a prize 
given to these boys. The main reason for this is to encour 
age and educate these young Indians in the care and feeding 
of stock. At least one other, outside the schools, will also 
care for a calf so that we will have a local competition at 
any rate. An exepupil of the 01d Sun School was sent to 
Calgary to take the Dominion Provincial Youth Training course 
in mechanics; this boy is paying his own expenses. Four 
pupils of this school and nine ex-pupils of the %wo schools 
were started on a 6 weeks course in farm mechanics, 
carpentry, blacksmithing and agriculture under supervision of 
the Dominion Youth Training project. This school is held in 
Gleichen and arrangements were made for the boys to live at 
Crowfoot Community Hall where the wife of the Indian caretaker 
supplies the meals, An allowance is given by the Government 
for transportation and bosrd, and this will be turned over to 
this woman.e The boys are getting something out of this course 
at very little cost to their parents.

SCHOOLS: 


Both schools were wisited. The writer was particularly 
impressed by the number of stock at the Old Sun School; there 
were 55head of cattle, of which 16 cows aére milking. There were 
three sows with three large litters of young pigs, besides 25 
feeders and one boar. Two hundeed odd hens were laying an 
average of 5 dozen eggs daily. Owing to the male staff being 
the manual training supervisor at Old Sun could only give a 
small part of his time to carpentry work. At 6rowfoot a good 
start has been made in this and the building used for this 
purpose has been fitted with benches and was sufficiently large 
to handle all those who are taking this work. “ore or less 
as an experiment and also because children had been retained 
in school almost continuously since summer holidays the pupils 
of both school got a week's holidays at Christmas time. Rations 
were issued to their parents and it was the first time that I 
have ever noted that the parent or guardian realized he had 
a responsibility to look after his own. The enthusiasm of 
getting the children out wasn't so great when they realized that 
they would have to feed them and keep them warm and in good health 
for the period that the Indian normally ran here and there all 
over the country. The pupils are now back in school and I 
believe they ere mostly in good health. I have noted one thing 
that there was less travel to the city and fewer ar Indians 
drunk and in trouble than in former years; possibly this is due 
to the fact that they had to remain at home and look after their 
family - at any rate it was good training for the perents.

rupils up to the present, and in consequence only a small or 
no part of their grant is received.

Dear Father Langlois: 


With reference to your letter of the 23rd 
instant, I may eay that the question of the water 
supply at the Sacred Heart Residential School has been 
taken up with the officers of the Dominion Water Power 
Branch. They suggest that the old well be cleaned, 
as possibly this would result in securing sufficient 
water and avoid the necessity of inourring the heavy 
expenditure required for drilling a new well. Arrange- 
ments have been made to have the well cleaned during 
the month of April, and before taking further action, 
the Department will await a report Tegarding the 
Tesults secured. 


The last annual report submitted to the 
Department by the Principal of the Sacred Heart 
School states that the school has the use of 800 
acres of land on the reserve, of which amount 340 
acres is under cultivation, I am inclined to feel 
that this should be sufficient land to meet the 
purposes at this school. 


Reports received also indicate that quite a 
large herd of cattle is kept at thie school. Asa 
matter of fact, one of our Inspectors recently stated 
that he considered more cattle are being kept than are 
Teally necessary.
